(1) Cornmeal spoils easily in ship- 
ping. Cornmeal and corn are less 
compact and take more cargo space 
than wheat flour, 

(2) Corn bread is a home product 
and cannot be handled by bakers, To 
be liked it must be eaten when 
freshly baked. On this continent 
where a large percentage of the bak- 
ing is done at home, the consump- 
[tion of corn bread can easily be in- 
creased; in Europe, where practical- 
ly all bread is baked by bakers, corn 
bread cannot readily be adopted un- 
less housewives reconstruct their 
homes, for the baking oven does not 
exist in the average European house- 
hold.

this mixture cannot well go beyond 
25 per cent. and produce a good bak- 
ery product. Corn flour as a further 
ingredient, therefore, is scarcely ad- 
visable,

is veryPmuch apropos, Miss U.C.R. 
Scientifics research shows that the 
flesh-forming part of the poato is 
double the value of the flesh-torming 
part of bread. The potato is partic- 
wlarly good for children because it 
contains vitamines which have a 
powerful influence on nutrition , and 
growth. Most of the flesh-forming 
qualities of the potato lic just be- 
neath the skin and when boiled or 
peeled it loses nearly all its nutri- 
ment. Potatoes should be washed, 
scraped and steamed with their jack- 


ets. The skin is not at all indiges- 
tible when properly scraped and 
scrubbed, The potato, a matter 


of fact, is digested in less time than 
an equal weight of bread, Potato 
cakes are excellent substituies for 
bread at breakfast. Two and three- 
quarters pounds of potatoes produce 


the same energy as one pound of 
bread, It is believed that by next 
year British factories will be pro- 


ducing potato flour for brevd-making 
by special machinery. A large num- 
ber of mills in Ireland will be -pro- 
ducing potato flour within a few 
months. Five tons of potatoes pro- 
duce one ton of flour,

| Deveiopment in New Ontario 
! 
;Rich Farming and Mineral Lands 


Along the Line of the Cana- 
dian Northern Railway 


A stirring chapter in the unending 
story of pioncer life in Canada is be- 
ing written through the developing 
operations of the Canadian Northern 
Kail in the larger, richer, but 
sparsely-settled portion of Ontario 
north of Lake Superior, 

Five hundred men are now being 
employed in the mill and woods sur- 
rounding Foleyet, the centre of C, 
N.R. activities. in the Clay Belt. 
There are being removed 20,000 cords 
of pulpwood this year, but the objec- 
tive 1s 100,000 cords for twelve 
inonth’s work, and this, it is expect- 
ed, witl be attained within the nest 
five years. 

Of railway ties 400,000 haye been 
cut, afd it is anticipated that in two 
or three years, one million per year 
will be produced, 

Scarcity of labor is the limiting 
factor in the development. ‘The ob- 
jective is to bring in.as many men as 
possible who, while earning excellent 
wages in the mill or woods, will gain 
an adequate idea of the splendid pos- 
sibilities of the country and take up 
farms adjoining the railway _ line 
Many intending settlers are already 
on the ground awaiting the openin 
of districts, but as yet no land has 
been thrown open to settlement cith- 
er by the Ontario government or by 
the C.N.R. However, the opera- 
tions of the railway company~ in 
“logging” its township at Foleyet, 
are getting out the pulpwood and 
tie timber and removing the forest 
growth, 

Wagon roads cut to a width 
40 feet along the concession 


of 
line, 


ilable ten miles of road directly 
into the townsite of Foleyet. Other 
roads are projected for next season 
in connection with the development 
of pulpwood and tie logging. The 
survey of townships adjacent to the 
C.N.R. line provides for a trunk 
highway along the railway through- 
out the. entire length of the arable 
section,“100 miles or more. , 

Immediately north of Capreol in 
the northern nickel range, diamond 
drilling has been under way for years 
with most satisfactery results and 
there has been actual development at 
the Whistle Nickel Mine and Moose 
Mountain Iron Mine, but the section 
of the line between Ruel and Nipi- 
gon, 473 miles, has not been really 
prospected. This is due to the fact 
that a high percentage of prospcc- 
tors enlisted in the army and those 
remaining await definite information 
through the geological maps tow be- 
ing prepared by the mines branch at 
Ottawa. Some of these are now 
available covering last year’s work, 
and it is expected that this winter 
there will be prepared all imaps cov- 
ering the ground traversed by the 
different parties during 1917, All 
these maps accordingly, will be avail- 
able for prospectors in the spring, 
and it is expected that explorers and 
prospectors left in Northern Ontario 


wi'l inspect closcly this section of 
the country served by the lines of the 
aveton Northirn Railway. a 


ihe mincral range formations are 


of Cobalt. 

Forty per cent. magnetite has been 
extensively drilled in the vicinity of 
the Ground Hog river, and ore has 
been proven there, and also at points 
south, to the extent of millions of 
tons, This development is moreover, 
only in its infancy.

If Artillery Not Effective Must Be 
Stalked and Bombed by 
Infantry * 


s of attacking the Ger- 
man “pillboxes” has been reduced al- 
most to a mitthematical science by 
the British army. Pillboxes  w hich 
are not “done in” by the big guns in 
the preliminary bombardment — are 
rushed by the infantry-and a grenade 
is dropped through one of. the loop- 
holes, 

An attack on a little section of 
German line a few days ago illustrat- 
ed the anti-pillbox technique, The 
attack was made under desperate 
weather conditions. A cold wind cut 
through the men’s drenched clothing 
and heavy raindrops stung their 
numbed faces. The line of craters 
and shell holes which the advanced 
British troops held was thigh deep 
in water and mud, while sections of 
the hastily raised sand bag parapet 
kept sliding down as the sodden 
earth gave way. The waiting “men 
were almost deafened by the over- 
head blast of the artillery drum fire. 
The orders of the officers could hard- 
ly be heard a few feet o , and had 
to be shouted down from crater to 
crater alonft the irregular linc, 

The men had been ready for a long 
time, but in these modern battles ali 
depends upon the guns and every- 
thing must wait for them to finish 
off their work.

“Starvation isa tremendous force 
with which we can make these peo- 
ple do what we want,” 

The speaker was General von 
Bissing, the Prussian military gov- 
ernor of Belgium, who recently died. 
He was talking to a high official of 
the Belgian Relicf Commission 
Frederic C, Walcott, 

Mr. Walcott is a widely known 
New York banker, who dbout two 
years ago gave up his active busi- 
hess for the purpose of European 
relief work. He is now an associate 
of Mr. Hoover's in the food con- 
servation campaign. He recently told 
the story of his experiences in Pel- 
gium and Poland at a meeting in 
Carengie Hall, held under the ats- 
pices of the National Sccurity Lea- 
gue. These experiences, he said, con- 
stitute the explanation of his  de- 
voting his whole time to food con- 
servation, 

“While in Belgium, ta alking almost 
daily with the German officers,” he 
said, “I asked Governor-General von 
Bissing what he would do or what 
would happen if this relief of Bel- 
gitm suddenly stopped. He said: 

“Phat is very simple, It has all 
been worked out on paper months 
ago, hecause for a long time we

In 
indignation he went to the military 
officials to find out whether — this 
proclamation was authentic, They 
told him it was, and said of starva- 
tion just what von Bissing had 
said, that it} would drive into Ger- 
many the able-bodied and kill off 
the incompetents, thus gjving Ger- 
many man power at howe and valu- 
able territory for German settle- 
ments in Poland, At first Germany 
permitted some relief, but  after- 
wards changed her mind and drew 
the curtain over Poland, which was 
thus deprived of the world’s sympa- 
thy and has been starving ever since,

sumption is 704,830 tons. The bect 
sugar production of Italy has also 
been reduced from a pre-war aver- 
age of 211,050 tons to 75,0% tons. 
The Pre-war annual consumption of 
stigar in the United Kingdom was 


2,056,000 tons, all of which had to be 
imported, About 70 per cent, of the 
supply of the United Kingdom came 
from pace from which it is now 
cut off by the war. Great Britain 
France and Italy would require to 
import about 2,700,000 tons before 
the next crop—and most of it from 
hew sources—if they were to main- 
tain their normal consumption, 

But the necessity of conserving 
supplics of sugar, which was  em- 
phasized by the shortage of shipping, 
has resulted in stern economies 
among the allies. Before the war, 
England had the largest per capita 
consumption of sugar of any nation 
—93)4 pounds per person per year. 
This has now been reduced to 26 
pounds per person per year, or about 
one otince per day per’person, In 
Great Britain prices have now been 
fixed for jams and jellies, There is 
no sugar for the home made pro- 
duct, In France the people are on 
rations of 1.1 pounds per person per 
month, which the government  dis- 
tributes at about 25 cents per pound. 
In Italy, because of the shortage of 
sugar supplies, the government has 
set a retail price of $1.25 a box con- 
taining 2.2 pounds, In Germany 
the present sugar ration is only .77 
pounds per person per month. Ina 
the United States and Canada the 
per capita monthly consumption of 
sugar is about 7.4 pounds, 

The food controller has asked 
Canadians to reduce their consump- 
tion of sugar by at least 7 ounces per 
week per person and, in order to pro- 
vide larger supplies to meet the ne- 
cessary requirements of the ‘allies, a 
further reduction to 3 pounds per 
person per month may he urged, 
Steps have already been taken to cur- 
tail the use of cane sugar in candy- 
making and the use of sugar or mo- 
lasses in distillation of potable liq- 
uors has been prohibited,

factor. The international sugar com- 
mission, representing the allied

War Not Inevitable 


Is Not a Biological Necessity of 
Human Nature 


Is it, or is it not, true that, as the 
Germans assert, war is a biological 
necessity of human nature? — Ger- 
many’s own wars of 1864, 1866, and 
1870, against Denmark, Austria and 
France, respectively should have 
cleared our minds of all illusions on 
that point, For these wars, which 
made the German empire were not 
due to the animal passions of sol- 
diers unable to restrain their lust 
for bloodshed; they owed their ori- 
gin to the intellectual ponderings of 
Bismarck, who, in his study, during 
hours of serene composure, deliber- 
ately planned those wars as the most 
effective weapon for the accomplish- 
ment of his political aims, 


And again, in this war of fo14, the 
ermans have shown us by their 


G 


political weapon, deliberately used 
by those in power for the expression 
of that power. 

War is obviously therefore not a 
biological necessity of human nature, 
War is not a natural instinct, it is 
not due to animal passions, which 
are always liable to erupt, War is 
an intellectual crime, which can in 
the future be stopped by intellectual 
means, Therefore our ideal of —uni- 
versal peace and of liberty, which can 
only result from universal peace, is a 
practical ideal, but until we are con- 
vinced of the feasibility of our ideal 
there will be no cohesion of aim, no 
vital force behind our fighting arm, - 
For we must remember that the Ger- 
man alternative ideal of universal 
militarism is also a practical ideal 
and that the Germans have no mis- 
givings on that point. And until we 
are as convinced of the possibility of 
attainment of our ideal as the Ger- 
mans are of the possibility of attain- 
ing theirs the United Germans — will 
have the advantage over their dis« 
united enemy, ; 

And there is, alas, today only one 
ve of attaining our ideal and that 

Hake conqucring—by the only argu- 
mice which she understands, physi- 
cal force—the only nation that stands 
in the way of our attainment of our 
lideal of peace on earth and good-will 
to men*—Mrs, St. Clair Stobart ia 
New York Time.
